To 
prepare only= for thie 
mechanics of homemaking, 
housewifery, and baby and 
child care is to rob ourselves, 
our families, our fellow 
beings, and our God. Rather, 
as Carol Lynn Pearson 
suggests, let tus devote 
ourselves to the flight while 
we can, so that we may bring 
something of value to any 
nest we may build; so that it 
may be for us and for our 
families a nest, and not a 
cage.

or merely flighty? 


Helen Andelin, Fascinating 
Womanhood, Bantam Books, 
1974, paperbound, $1.50.

The danger of reviewing a 
book which is regarded by 
many (including its author) as 
the salvation of the family is 
akin to giving the first 
missionary lesson in the 
Vatican. However, Helen 
Andelin’s Fascinating 
Womanhood is now in 
paperback, available at every 
airport and bookstore and 
selling hundreds of thousands 
of copies, while Ms. Andelin 
herself is identified in TIME, 
WOMAN’S DAY, and the 
Today program as a devout 
Mormon. This makes it 
important to say some things 
about the book before you 
confront non-LDS friends at 
Christmas or Thanksgiving. 

First, may I makeclear that 
I am not disputing about the 
book? I believe that the 
techniques it describes will 
work, at least for a time. She 
proposes many valid 
principles of human relations 
(focusing on another person’s 
strengths, allowing another to 
C.Xue he dis 6 ales, Owen. 
individuality, accepting 
responsibility for one’s own 
actions, the need to have 
inner peace and to be as 
attractive as one can be). All 
of these principles are true, 
both from a_ psychological. 
and. gospel viewpoint, and her 
intentions are good. My 
contention is that the context 
Ms. Andelin presupposes for 
the practice<of these 
principles is based on certain 
underlying premises which 
negate her good intentions. 

I highly recommend 
reading the book, if you can 
exercise discretion. It is no 
more harmful nor inane than 
MO. S:1="-p.0,.psurLar tz ed 
how-to-do-it books, but some 
gospel principles need to be 
remembered when reading it. 
First of all, if we are all sons 
and daughters of God, we are 
divine personages, in 
potential “at least..1= am 
offended by the underlying 
premise of her book that men 
are basically coarse, unfeeling 
little boys who can be easily 
handled if you just learn how 
to make them love you, 
Angela, Human,” as 
described by Andelin, has as 
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her goal the mastery of the 
art of winning a man’s 
“Complete. love. and 
adoration.” Everything in the 
book focuses upon the 
achievement of that goal. I 
cannot believe we women 
ought to search only to “find 
someone to love us.” Rather, 
the gospel teaches us to love 
others, to be honestly 
dedicated to the growth of 
other human beings, not for 
any reward, but because it is 
rieht: to, do- son .the 
assumption of behavior 
patterns which have as their 
goal the manipulation of 
another for one’s own gain is 
difficult for me to place in a 
gospel context. Many 
behaviors she suggests are 
proper in any loving 
relationship, but become 
deceptive and dishonest when 
practiced in the context she 
establishes as necessary. 

Ms. Andelin describes the 
nature of men and the nature 
of women, a description 
frankly insulting to any man 
who seeks to honor his 
priesthood, and any woman 
who believes she is a daughter 
of God. Samples: Men have a 
sensitive pride. (read 
masculine ego) and are 
susceptible to immediate 
destruction of masculinity if 
the woman knows, does, or 


appears to know or do 
anything better than they. 
When this belief: is coupled 
with the statement that the 
Scry < of his soul= is” for 
admiration, she is describing a 


self-centered creature very 


different from .the person 
described in Doctrine and 
Covenants 121:41-46. On the 
other hand, women lack 
qualities of leadership, are 
naturally fearful (especially 
of such fearsome things as 
snakes, flies, bugs, traffic; and 
intersections, among a few), 
must dispense with any air of 
competence or knowledge, 
and must leave matters of 
“opinions, discretion or 
judgment of another to 
others.” Since “feminine” 
women have these qualities, 
our foremothers, Barbara 
Smith, and those of us whose 
patriarchal blessings talk of 
strength and leadership are 
placed between a rock and a 
hard place. Do we buy our 
clothes in the little girl’s 
shop, stamp our feet and 
shake our curls when angry, 
and generally behave in a 
childlike way in order to be 
feminine? If we can’t bring 
ourselves to do that, we are 
warned that we may have a 
happy marriage, but never a 
celestial one. Is it necessary

Another frequent visiter is 
Jason, the toddler who 
belongs to the student couple 
downstairs. “He loves me

grandmother.” 

Relationships between 
students and residents may 
sometimes be intimate, but 
one. Provo citizen will 
probably never be considered 
a “grandfather.” Wire editor 
for the Provo Daily Herald, 
Theron Luke doubles as 
neighbor to an apartment full 
of college girls during off 
hours. Luke, a small, brusque 
man, quick to scowl, fits the 
popular stereotype of a 
typical newspaper editor. 
“When this fall started,’ he 
explains over a_ restaurant 
table, ““my wife and 1 
thought, “Gee, we’ve got a 
dormitory next door and our 
peaceful residential home is 
no -more. ... Now, after 
working out an agreement, 
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coed laundry hangs from 
their clothesline and one 
student practices on the 


Luke’s piano every day. Luke 
says he never thought he 
could do much about the 
student threat until he was 
actually faced with it. “I told 
them they could park in front 
of my house if they would 
leave the west side of the lot 
open for my car,” he says. 
“Td like students to call on 
the neighbors and say ‘WE 
know there is a parking 
problem. Is there some way 
we can work it out?’ ” 

Luke praises BYU students 
im. =-senetai. but. trom 
appearances, his: respect for 
some BYU students doesn’t 
go beyond the parking stage. 
Two days after his Monday 
Magazine interview he wrote 
about his student neighbors 
on the editorial page of the 
Daily Herald. “If ?m going to 
be misquoted,’ he wrote, 
“Yd rather it be by myself.” 
Perhaps respect tor sa 
student’s effort to write 
aboud locale-citizens 
succumbed -tojcwhat 
consider an 
underhanded urge to “beat 


-him to the punch” as Luke 


expressed it. (He arrived a 
half hour late for the casual 
and routine interview and 
stalked out when it was over, 
leaving the bill for his cup of 
coffee (“creamed with milk 
from BYU cows.to keep the 
sin out of it”) with the 
Monday Magazine writer after 
refusing to be photographed. 

Good or bad, *BYU’s 
influence in Provo is a strong 
One and ‘consequently has 
become an occasional focal 
point in local politics. During 
the tacestos, Provo. City 
Commissioner between 
incumbent Wayne Hillier and 
Earl Wignall earlier this 
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“became a major issue. In fact, 


Hillier attributed his defeat to 
thiavt “sess ead athe 
inaccuracies surrounding it, 
explaining that a letter 
depicting him as an anti-BYU 
official was an “absolute, 
outright falsehood.” 


The letter, signed by Utah 
County Apartment 
Association President Eugene 
Metler, quoted Hillier as 
saying “ninety per cent of 
Provo City’s problems are 
created by BYU and Provo 
City would be better off 
without BYU,” 


In question was Hillier’s 
stand that tax breaks for the 
university were no longer 
justified. “I’m as proud of 
that organization as any soul 
that walks on ‘this earth,” 
says Hillier referring to BYU. 
“But I represent 60,000 
Provo citizens, some of them

$8,610, the main objective of 
the office is to help women 
here develop their abilities 
and maximize their potential

Lectures on everything 
from car maintenance to 
“‘Life-span’’ planning are 


given. Opportunities for 
women to ask men out are 
provided in two preference 
dances. A fashion show, 
cookie bakes, and Sunday 
night eventides are all just a 
few of the programs initiated 
to=prowide. tow th 
opportunities in the five 
majoring areas. : 

““A womens’ office is 
needed to insure women’s 
concerns are dealt with,” says 
Miss Hutchings,” to see that 
issues are brought out, and 
that programs are provided to 
help educate men and women 
concerning them. Women’s 
specific needs must be 
identified.” 

Apparently BYU President 
Dallin Oaks has similar 
sentiments. Last year he 
appointed an ad hoc 
committee on. women to 
make some studies of the 
curriculum, advisement 
centers, and educational 
programs on campus to see if 
women’s needs were being 
met. 

“‘The administration was 
concerned about women and 
whether or not they were 
getting the attention 
needed,’’ says Marilyn 
Hoopes, a faculty member 
who was chairman of the 
committee. 

Some of the committee 
recommendations came in a 
speech that the president 
delivered to the faculty in 
August. He pointed out that a 
20-year-old woman could 
look forward to more than 50 
additional years of living. 
“Not all of that time will be 
spent in bearing children and 
raising a family,” he said. 

Pres. Oaks went on to say 
one-third to one-half of a 
woman’s life would be spent 
in other activities. 

‘“‘Our young women’s 
ptimary orientation. toward 
motherhood is~ not 
inconsistent with their 


diligent pursuit of an 
education,’’- he said. “A 
young woman’s education 
should prepare her for more 
than the responsibilities of 
motherhood. It should 
prepare for the entire period 
of her life.” 

Marilyn Arnold, who was 
appointed assistant to the 
President last August, says 
she has received testimonials 
from women who have reared 
families and say their 
education was one of the 
most valuable thing they’ve 
achieved in their lives. 

One woman who received 
her masters degree in music 
found studying the organ 
taught her the discipline that 
helped her in rearing her 13 
children. The woman 
reported she is happy and has 
been more fulfilled because 
of her education. 

Miss Arnold also pointed 


out women usually will work 


sometime in their lives 
whether before or after 
marriage or because of 


economic necessity or loss of 
husband. “‘They need to face 
that kind of reality,” she 
says. 

The enrollment at BYU 
show Latter-day Saint women 
are becoming more cognizant 
of the importance being 
placed on improving their 
mind at the same time placing 
emphasis on prospective 
motherhood. 

In a 1974 survey taken by 
an Honors student, the ratio 
of men to women at BYU 
was 56 females to every 44 
males. In 1966 the ratio was 
35 women to 65 men. In 
1974, 82 per cent of the men 
who enrolled as_ seniors 
Gducines fall semester 
graduated; 85 percent of the 
women who had enrolled at 
the same time as seniors 
graduated. 

Karen Dangerfield, a 
horticulture major from Salt 
Lake City plans on eventually 
opening up her own floral 
shop.

Both teams 
lost five fumbles with UTEP 
losing a crucial bobble when 
freshman Welton Cobb 
dropped the ball through the 
end zone for a touchback.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
Lebanon’s infant cease-fire 
collapsed in bloodshed 
Sunday, leaving at least 29 
persons dead and 85 
wounded in Beirut alone. 

Fighting also was reported 
on the northern city of 
Tripoli and the Bekaa Valley 
town of Baalbek, but there 
was no immediate word on 
casualties. A police radio call 
from Baalbek, 40 miles 
northeast of Beirut, said 500 
Moslem militiamen were 
attacking the town hall. 

Premier Rashid Karami 
announced the truce 
Saturday night — the 13th in 
eight months of civil war. But 
one discouraged policeman 
said: 

“The case-fire never even 
got off the ground, not for a 
minute. Each armed group is 
acting on its own and security 
forces are unable to exercise 
any control anywhere.” 

Christian and Moslem 
neighborhoods traded fire 
with mortars, rockets and 
heavy machine guns, 
sometimes intensifying their 
barrages to cover raiding 
parties sent to kidnap 
hostages. Fires started by 
rocketpropelled grenades 
burned out of control in the 
central business district and 
the eastern and northern 


suburbs.

He explains 
that Provo’s weak tax base 
depends on the local resident 
since there is little industrial 
tax income. As a result, he 
says, rising city service costs 
will be passed on to residents 
unless others share the 
burden ‘‘As the taxes go up, 
even the dedicated church 
member is going to feel that 
the university should help,” 
he explains. 

Wignall, who beat Hillier by 
some 1,000 votes Nov. 4, says 
he didn’t initiate the letter 
and doesn’t feel it was the 
determining factor in the 
election.

university employs about 
5,000 people. Many of those 
jobs go to Provo people giving 
them an added incentive to 
tolerate BYU’ers. The 
students themselves also help 
ice. the bitter eakée of 
community inconvenience by 
supporting local businesses.

$30 million dollars every 
eight-month school year. Few 
residents complain about that 
income.

But the Provo merchant’s 
love affair with BYU hasn’t 
been without its minor 
squabbles. Atkinson explains 
that some Provo merchants 
have been upset when BYU 
services compete with local 
businesses. There was some 
concern, for example, when 
the BYU _ bookstore began 
stocking. merchandise 
unrelated to education such 
as sporting goods, clothing 
and stereo equipment. “Some 
people say ‘Hey, that’s my 
tithing competing with me up 
there. Maybe that’s true. 
Maybe it isn’t,” explains 
Atkinson, pointing out that, 
at one time, he had similar 
feelings about competition 
from the BYU copy centers. 
Dean Quinn, a local sporting 
goods dealer, doesn’t agree. 
“Actually, we work in pretty 
good harmony with the 
bookstore,” he says, “If they 
have something we need or 
we have something that they 
need, we'll supply them at 
our cost.”
